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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first report as 
Town Manager to you. 


Stanley Johnson, our capable Road Commissioner and 
Edwin McPherson and Leroy Pulcifur, his efficient co-work- 
ers, did excellent work on the town roads this past year. The 
eraveled roads were kept in very good condition by frequent 
use of the grader and applications of calcium. They made 
good use of their spare time by painting the Bus Storage 
Garage, building a new Salt Storage Shed and by making’ 
major repairs on the Oshkosh truck, getting it ready for 
winter service. The winter roads have been passable at all 
times. Due to much rain and cold weather, we have used 
more sand than usual. 

Applications for Relief are increasing as jobs have 
been scarce. We started a work program this past year by 
working the relief applicants on the highway to cut costs 
on the Poor Account. This worked out very favorable and 
we plan to continue doing the same next year. 

The Castle Hill - Chapman - Mapleton Community 
School District was dissolved on October 31, 1958 and School 
Administrative District No. 2 was formed, made up of the 
Towns of Castle Hill, Chapman, Mapleton, Perham, Wade 
and Washburn. Architect plans have been drawn for a new 
high school building to be centrally located within the six 
towns. Much credit is due our school directors, Toby Higgins 
and Byron Dow, for the excellent work they have done in 
the organization of School Administrative District No. 2. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the Board of Selectmen 
for the fine co-operation they have given me, and to Toby 
Higgins, for the advice and help he so courteously extended: 
The highway men were exceptionally helpful by maintaining 
their department to the best of their ability and for the best 
interest of the town. Very special thanks is given to Eva is 
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McPherson. Eva has always been ready with a helping hand 
and willing to co-operate. Her work is very efficient and she 
has put in many hours helping to prepare this town report.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT

I have completed an audit of the books of account and 
records oi the ''own oi Mapleton tor the fiscal year ended 
February 21, 1958. The audit was conducted in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards. All procedures 
applicable to a limited general audit were utilized in the 
development of the appended exhibits and schedules which 
have been prepared in a manner consistant with that of 
the preceeding year. 

The audit. included an inspection and analysis of the 
records of the assessors, selectmen, treasurer, tax collector, 
excise tax collector and town clerk. 

Subject to the following comments, in my opinion the 
appended exhibits and schedules fairly present in accord- 
ance with generally accepted principles of municipal account- 
ing consistently maintained, the financial condition of the 
Town of Mapleton ati February 21, 1958 and the results of 
the operations for the fiscal year then ended.

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COMMENTS 


The records of the assessors were examined, it being 
ascertained that these records had been properly maintain- 
ed. Valuation book was reviewed and balanced with the com- 
mitment handed the tax collector. The valuation book was 
properly signed and property descriptions appeared to be 
adequate. 

The commitment to the collector was examined and 
found correct. The commitment of $104,999.54 was account- 
ed for as follows: 


Cash Collections $ 88,904.88 

Abatements 9.00 

Discounts allowed Sy Abery 

Uncollected taxes 15,513.89

The collection of prior years taxes was also reviewed. Uncol- 
lected real estate taxes had been properly transferred to 
the tax lien account. It was also ascertained that tax collec- 
tions had been turned over to the treasurer in accordance 
with statutory requirements. A complete detail of uncollect- 
ed taxes is reflected in this report of audit in Schedule a-1. 
The cash balance of $36,692.49 as reported by the 
treasurer was verified by reconciliation of statement re- 
ceived from the depositary bank, The Northern National 
Bank of Presque Ise. Cash on hand at date of audit was 
verified by physical count and traced to the supporting 
receipts. All monies recorded as received had been promptly 
deposited and correctly credited. All disbursements had 
been made by check and were supported by properly pre- 
pared and approved warrants issued by the selectmen. 
Supporting evidences of indebtedness were found on file in 
the town office. Tax Liens in the hands of the treasurer 
were examined and a detail list of all unpaid liens is shown 
on Schedule “‘a-2” of this audit report. Real Estate acquired 
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by the town totaling $6,127.49 is shown in detail in Schedule 
_“a-3”. In connection with the above, your attention is called 
'to the real estate mortgage of $751.88 on which no reduc- 
tions have been received for some time. It appears that 
some action should be taken by the municipal officers in 
connection with this item. 

Accounts receivable due the town as at the close of the 
current municipal year in the amount of $11,380.03 is shown 
in detail in Schedule ‘‘a-4”. The major portion of this is due 
from the Castle Hill, Chapman and Mapleton Community 
School District. 

Unappropriated surplus increased in the amount of 
$1,981.54. The factors contributing to this increase are 
reflected in detail in Exhibit ‘‘B”’. 

Your attention is again called to the school building 
reserve account. totaling $82,809.10 which is supported 
by certificates of deposit with the Northern National Bank 
of Presque Isle in the amount of $75,000.00, the balance of 
$7,809.10 being on deposit in the general funds of the town. 

Trust fund in the amount of $100.00 is invested in a 
time deposit. 

Records. of the town clerk were reviewed and appeared 
to be complete. Bonds of various town officials were on file, 
together with the correctly prepared oaths of office.

To the Towns of Castle Hill, Chapman, Mapleton: 


Your annual sodium fluoride program, lasting 184 days, 


has recently been completed. 


Sodium fluoride applications, for partial prevention of 


dental decay, were offered to children going into grades two, 
five, and eight this fall and also to three-year-olds. Pre- 
ceeding the first of our applications of sodium fluoride, 
each child received a professional dental prophylaxis and 
mouth examination.

111 children started the sodium fluoride applications. 


36 children stated they made regular, every 6 months, 
dental visits. 


54 children were considered to have clean teeth, free 
from food debris and stains. 


30 children had healthy mouths, in need of no dental 
care at the present time. 


43 children were in need of dental care for permanent 
teeth. | 


43 children, however, had received fillings, which 
would indicate a few parents have given their children 
some dental care. 


37 chidren stated they brushed their teeth at least 
twice a day. 
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THIS SHOWS THAT: 


1. 67% of the children need to form better toothbrush- 
ing habits. 


2. 88% of the children with permanent teeth need more 
dental care. 


Although some dental care is still apparently needed, 
both dental hygienists were pleased to note the overall im- 
provement in both dental care, which has been provided 
by parents, and the cleanliness of most of the children’s 
teeth. This annual program has shown gradual improvement 
each year and certainly is a credit to those who have given 
their cooperation and assistance. 

Both the dental hygienists wish to thank everybody for 
their cooperation. We always enjoy working in Mapleton.

Since October 31, 1958 we have been operating a School 
Administrative District No. 2. The school directors have 
been meeting two evenings a week trying to get a building 
program started. A new building is needed in order that 
each pupil may have a full day of school, and so that. the 
high school will be able to meet the State’s accreditation 
standards.

NOTICE TO VETERANS DESIRING EXEMPTIONS 


No exemptions on polls and estates shall be allowed in 
favor of any person who is not a legal resident of the 
State, and provided that any male or female veteran, or 
blind person who desires to secure exemptions shall, on or 
before the first day of April, notify in writing the assessors 
of the cities, towns and plantations in which he or she 
resides, and furnish proof of entitlement, and thereafter 
said assessors shall grant such exemptions while so quali- 
fied. 

Chapter 161, Public Laws, 1951. 


AGED PERSONS 


All persons who have attained the age of 70 years 
on April lst are exempt from poll taxation.
